Sara  Hinckley  began  collecting  Hard  Times  Tokens  in  1970  when  she 
inherited  a beginning  collection  from  her  father,  Arthur  B.  Stewart,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.  Mr.  Stewart  was  a well-known  collector  and  his  large 
coin  collection,  “The  Arthur  B.  Stewart  Collection  of  United  States 
Coins”  was  sold  by  Stacks  in  May  of  1972.  Mr.  Stewart’s  Hard  Times 
tokens  were  common  ones,  rarity  1 to  4,  and  were  given  to  him  in  the 
1890’s  by  his  father,  who  enrolled  him  as  member  #183  in  the  ANA. 
From  this  modest  beginning,  Sara  Hinckley  began  collecting  Hard 
Times  Tokens  in  earnest.  She  was  a particularly  welcome  bidder  in  all 
of  the  major  HTT  auctions  in  the  1980’s  and  90’s.  Now,  at  the  tender 
age  of  92  years  young,  she  has  decided  to  share  her  collection  with  her 
fellow  enthusiasts  with  the  hope  that  they  will  prize  each  new  acquisi- 
tion as  much  as  she  did. 

The  sale  of  an  advanced  collection  of  Hard  Times  tokens  always  caus- 
es excitement.  Generally  speaking,  a collection  of  125  of  the  original 
183  Low  numbered  tokens  is  considered  an  advanced  collection.  The 
collection  offered  here  of  139  different  tokens  places  it  among  the 
most  extensive  offered  in  the  past  40  years.  Most  importantly,  there 
are  an  additional  1 1 1 tokens  of  the  Hard  Times  period  not  cataloged  by 
Low  but  identified  by  Russell  Rulau  as  properly  belonging  in  this 
series.  These  tokens  used  to  be  referred  to  as  “pseudo-Lows”  but  most 
are  now  considered  an  accepted  part  of  the  series.  We  believe  this 
offering  of  111  tokens  to  be  the  largest  to  date  and  will  serve  as  a 
benchmark  for  sales  to  come. 

In  the  past  40  years  there  have  been  only  11  public  auction  sales  that 
offered  more  than  125  different  original  Low  numbers.

The  most  recent  of  these  sales,  Stack’s  offering  of  the  John  J.  Ford,  Jr. 
Collection,  contained  167  of  the  original  183  tokens  cataloged  by  Low 
and,  hands  down,  was  the  finest  ever  offered.  Price  records  were  estab- 
lished for  almost  every  rarity  including  an  almost  unbelievable 
$126,500.00  for  the  finer  of  the  two  known  Low  50  American  Silver 
tokens. 

Our  offering  of  the  Charles  Litman  Collection  (12/6/03)  and  our  Hard 
Times  Sale  of  3/2/99  were  significant  sales  comprised  primarily  of  the 
duplicate  and  triplicate  collections  of  Donald  M.  Miller  supplemented 
by  Mr.  Litman ’s  additions  over  the  course  of  about  five  years. 

Bowers  and  Merena’s  offering  of  the  Gilbert  Steinberg  Collection  had 
143  of  the  original  183  tokens.  This  offering  was  of  Mr.  Steinberg’s 
duplicate  set  plus  about  19  tokens  from  his  1989  Stack’s  sale  which 
did  not  meet  their  reserves.  Prior  to  these  sales,  one  has  to  go  back  nine 
years  to  the  1990  Zeddies-Brand  Sale  before  another  advanced  collec- 
tion reached  the  auction  marketplace.  Although  an  occasional  rarity 
appeared  in  other  sales  during  this  period,  there  really  was  not  much 
to  talk  about  in  the  way  of  significant  pieces  that  were  exposed  to 
competitive  bidding. 


Where  we  have  deemed  it  significant,  we  have  quoted  appearances 
and  prices  realized  from  the  eleven  sales  listed  above.  In  addition,  we 
have  surveyed  all  of  the  remaining  advanced  collections  that  went  to 
auction  in  this  century.  They  are  as  follows:

Because  of  this,  it 
exercised  considerable  influence  over  credit  and  interest 
rates.  Too  much  influence  for  the  like  of  the  Jacksonites  who 
felt  that  the  bank  was  being  run  mostly  for  the  benefit  of  its 
wealthy  shareholders  and  to  the  detriment  of  the  common 
man. 

“The  union  must  and  shall  be  preserved”  is  a paraphrase  of 
a toast  made  by  Jackson  at  a Jefferson  Day  dinner  in  1830. 
Its  thrust  was  a rebuke  to  those  (including  his  Vice 
President,  John  C.  Calhoun  ) who  believed  in  the  theory  of 
nullification. 

This  is  the  so-called  “Small  Head”  variety  as  distinguished 
from  the  Scowling  Head  and  the  Aged  Head  issues.  It  is 
characterized  by  the  first,  third  and  fourth  locks  at  the  top  of 
the  head  turning  down  and  the  mouth  being  equidistant 
between  the  nostril  and  the  point  of  the  chin.

Low  states  of  Low  19  that,  “This  piece  was  also  struck  in 
silver,  it  is  said,  for  “Capt.  Davenport,”  in  1837,  concerning 
whom  I have  not  been  able  to  learn  anything.”  It  comment- 
ing on  Low  62  , he  states  that,  “This  number  was  also  struck 
in  silver,  and  like  its  companion  No.  19,  probably  on  the 
same  occasion,  and  is  believed  to  be  unique.”  However, 
Low  62  is  dated  1841  and  so  it  is  most  unlikely  that  it  was 
struck  in  1837.  Some  writers  have  seized  upon  this  differ- 
ence in  dates  as  proof  that  Low  62  in  silver  was  not  struck 
for  Mr.  Davenport.  Q.  David  Bowers,  for  example,  points 
out  the  difference  in  dates  and  speculates  that  this  token  was 
probably  connected  to  Charles  I.  Bushnell,  well-known  to 
HTT  collectors  for  his  series  of  rare  novodels. 

We  would  offer  a different  speculation.  We  would  take  as 
gospel  the  1864  statement  by  Woodward  that  both  Low  19 
and  Low  62  in  silver  are  “originals”  and  that  both  were 
struck  for  “Mr.  Davenport.”  What  then  do  we  make  of 
Low’s  1900  statement  that  #19  was  struck  in  1837  for  “Capt. 
Davenport”  and  that  #62  in  silver  was  struck,  “probably  on 
the  same  occasion,  and  is  believed  to  be  unique.”?  Our  best 
guess  is  that  Low  was  guilty  of  some  careless  writing.  If 
Low  19  was  struck  in  1837,  it  is  manifest  that  Low  62, 
which  is  dated  1841,  was  highly  unlikely  to  have  been  also 
struck  in  1837. 

Most  likely,  when  he  wrote  this  sentence.  Low  was  not  con- 
scious of  the  fact  that  they  were  dated  4 years  apart. 
However,  the  fact  that  they  are  dated  4 years  apart  does  not 
mean  that  each  was  not  made  for  Mr.  Davenport  and  that 
each  was  not  made  in  the  respective  year  in  which  each  was 
dated.  We  would  take  with  a grain  of  salt  this  statement  of 
Low’s,  along  with  his  promotion  of  Mr.  Davenport  to 
’’Captain”  and  his  assessment  of  both  silver  specimens  as 
“unique.”

Low  was  of  the  opinion  that  this  piece  was  intended  for  TD. 
Seaman,  but  was  cut  in  error  to  read.  T.  Duseaman.  An  alter- 
native view  appeared  in  an  article  in  Volume  5 of  the  Coin 
Collectors  Journal  of  1938.  “About  1836  or  1837,.,  John 
Gibbs  of  Belleville,  NJ  had  made  many  “Bouquet”  tokens 
for  customers  in  Montreal.  Many  of  these  dies  broke  during 
service.  He  combined  one  of  these  with  a new  one  making 
fun  of  TD.  Seaman,  a local  innkeeper,  as  a butcher  and 
Frenchman  (Low  148)  and  put  the  piece  into  circulation  in 
Canada..”

CONSTITUTION.  Later,  this  die,  retouched,  was  combined 
with  two  American  bouquet  obverses,  also  not  seriously 
intended.  Low  155,  TD.  Seaman  has  regained  his  national- 
ity, but  is  still  a BUTCHER.  On  Low  151,  W.  Gibbs,  father 
of  John,  who  ran  a farm  on  or  near  the  site  now  occupied  by 
the  Frick  Art  Museum  in  NYC,  and  who  may  have  kept  a 
cow,  figures  as  AN  AGRICULTURIST.

Basically,  the  die  combinations  for  the  Evans  cards  are  of 
two  types  with  metal  variations. 

Type  I (Low  312  & 3 12A;  HT  375  & 375A)  The  planchet  is 
24.2mm.  The  obverse  inscription  is  in  small  letters  with  the  first  R 
of  DRAPER  below  the  C of  CINCINNATI,  and  without  a BALE 
N.Y.  signature  below  OHIO.  The  reverse  inscription  is  in  large 
letters  with  the  ornament  below  SELECTION  in  the 
shape  of  a round  rosette. 

Type  II.  (Low  313  and  varieties;  HT  375B;  376;  376A;  376B 
& 376C.  The  planchet  is  23.7mm.  The  obverse  inscription  is  in  large 
letters  with  the  first  R of  DRAPER  opposite  the  C of  CINCINNATI 
and  with  a BALE  N.Y.  signature  below  OHIO.  The  reverse 
inscription  is  in  large  letters  with  the  ornament  below 
SELECTION  in  the  shape  of  a cross-like  device. 

One  would  expect  the  variations  of  the  Type  I dies  all  to  be  HT  375 
listings  and  all  variations  struck  from  Type  II  dies  as  HT  376  listings. 
Instead,  Rulau  describes  Type  I strikes  in  German  Silver  and  Brass 
as  HT  375  and  HT  375A,  and  at  the  same  time  calls  the  Type  II

Hooks,  B.  another,  no  obverse,  same  reverse,  with  small  dog 
punched  in  front  of  the  bust  - tin.”  (Querry:  does  a “tin” 
token  actually  exist  or  was  this  identification  in  error?) 

Subsequent  writers  such  as  Bushnell  and  Adams  have  con- 
tinued this  attribution.  Perhaps  the  primary  reason  for  this  is 
that  the  Franklin  head  obverse  is  used  on  only  one  other 
token  - the  card  with  the  Hooks  reverse.  The  meaning  or  use 
of  the  dog  c/s  is  uncertain.  There  is  a similar  dog  c/s  u.sed  on 
Low  372,  N-York  & Harlaem  Railroad  Company.  In  any 
event,  this  token  is  a significant  rarity.  Rulau  rates  it  an  R7 
(4-5  known.)

Research  in  the  Philadelphia  directories  reveals  that  the 
Dickson,  White  & Co.  firm  existed  only  during  the  years 
1837  and  1838.  The  firm  does  not  show  up  in  the  1839 
directory,  where  one  of  its  partners,  John  Dickson,  is  listed 
as  a “manufacturer”  located  at  572  North  Third  St.  (H) 


When  we  first  sold  this  token  as  lot  #143  in  our  1987 
Whitehead  sale  ($528.00),  we  stated: 

1.  There  is  no  listing  for  any  merchant  named  Rice  at  the  194 
Canal  address  in  the  1 834-5  directory. 

2.  MICHAEL  RICE,  tailor,  is  listed  at  194  Canal  in  the 
1835-6  directory. 

3.  In  the  1836-7  directory  and  continuing  through  the 
directories  of  the  early  1840’s,  Michael  Rice  is  listed  at  172 
Canal  St. 

We  took  this  as  conclusive  evidence  that  this  token  was  an 
issue  of  Michael  Rice  during  the  Hard  Times  period.  Once 
Michael  Rice  disappeared  from  the  directories,  we  did  not 
think  to  look  further  for  another  merchant  named  Rice  at  the 
194  Canal  Street  address.  Had  we  done  so,  we  would  have 
found  that  a former  thread  and  needle  dealer,  Samuel  N.

An  exhaustive  review  of  the  early  Philadelphia  directories 
reveals  that  the  only  P Apple  listed  is  Philip  Apple.  He  is 
first  found  in  the  1806  directory  as  a coppersmith  at  213  N. 
Second  St.  In  the  1811  Census  Directory,  he  is  listed  as  a 
copper  & tin  worker  at  163  High  St.  He  is  then  found  at  var- 
ious addresses  on  North  Third  Street  continuously  through 
1 839.  His  name  does  not  appear  in  the  1 840  and  subsequent 
directories.  Given  this  span  of  time,  we  cannot  say  for  cer- 
tain that  this  piece  comes  from  the  Hard  Times  Period,  but 
we  list  it  here  because  of  the  possibility  that  it  does.  Rulau 
lists  it  as  an  early  American  token.  But  offers  no  explanation 
for  this  decision. 

Regardless  of  which  period  from  which  it  was  issued,  it  is 
still  extremely  rare  and  desirable  as  evidenced  by  the
